SIR, 

I beg herewith to submit the Report containing the usual details 
regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered during the 
year 1902 in the 1073 Registration Districts throughout Scotland. 
There is also submitted the Thirty-eighth Report on Vaccination, in which 
is contained all the available information regarding the administration 
of the Scottish Vaccination Act, particularly in relation to the vaccination 
of children born in Scotland during 1901.

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The population of Scotland at the middle of the year 1902 is estimated 
at 4,531,299, the males numbering 2,204,503, and the females 2,326,796. 
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a decrease is found in the case of the births and deaths, while the 
marriage-rate is almost the same as before. The birth-rate is the lowest 
recorded in these Reports. 

The births exceed the deaths by 54,304. 


BIRTHS. 


132,250 births were registered in Scotland during the year, which is 
equivalent to a birth-rate of 2°92 per cent., or 292 for every ten thousand 
of the population as estimated. Of these births, 67,487 are of males, and 
64,763 of females. _ 

In Tables IV. and V. the births and birth-rate are stated for each of 
the five groups into which the registration districts are classified. In the 
Principal Town districts the births amount to 61,059, giving a rate of 3:06 
per cent. of the estimated population; of these, 31,160 are males, and 
29,899 females. In the Large Town districts the number is 18,252, and 
the rate 3°10 for every hundred of population ; the males being 9347, and 
the females 8905. In the Small Town districts the total is 26,995, equal 
to a rate of 2°96 per cent. of the inhabitants; males 13,768, females 13,227. 
In the Mainland-Rural districts the births amount to 23,428, giving a rate 
of 2°54 per cent. of population ; of the 23,428, 11,919 are males, and 11,509 
females. In the Insular-Rural districts the number is 2516, representing 
a rate of 2°17 for every hundred persons—males 1293, and females 1223. 
These proportions show that the birth-rate is highest in the Large Town 
districts, followed in order by that in the Principal Town districts, Small. 
Town districts, Mainland-Rural districts, and Insular-Rural districts. 

Of the 132,250 births, 8202 were illegitimate, being in the proportion 
of 6°2 per cent. of the total. This rate is the lowest recorded in these 
Reports. The highest rate, 8°3 per cent., occurred in the Mainland-Rural 
districts, and the lowest, 5:3 per cent., in the Large Town districts. In the 
Small Town districts the rate was 5°4 per cent,, and in the Principal Town 
and Insular-Rural districts 6:0 per cent. 

Table VI. exhibits the relative frequency of illegitimacy in the various 
geographical divisions and in each of the counties of Scotland during the 
year. Among the former, the highest rates are found to be in the Southern

and North-Eastern divisions, where 11:0 and 10°9 per cent. respectively of 
the total births for the year were illegitimate. In the East-Midland and 
South-Eastern divisions the rate was 6°35 per cent.; in the Northern 
division, 6:0 per cent. ; in the North-Western, 5°7 per cent.; in the South-

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Western, 5:1 per cent.; and the lowest in the West-Midland, 4:9 per cent. 
In the counties the rate varies from 13:0 per cent., the highest, in Banff, 
to 3°5 per cent., the lowest, in Selkirk. In six of the counties the rate is 
over 10 per cent., viz.:—Banff 13:0, Wigtown 12:2, Elgin 11:9, Dumfries 
11:5, Aberdeen 10°8, and Kirkcudbright 10°3. The counties having the 
lowest rates are Renfrew, 3:9 per cent., Dumbarton 3°6, and Selkirk 3°5. 

Of the total births registered during the year, 67,487 were of boys, and 
64,763 of girls, so that there were born 1042 of the former to every 100 of the 
latter. This proportion varies but slightly. in the districts, the lowest being 
103°6 to 100 in the Mainland-Rural districts, and the highest, 105-7 to 100, 
in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Births were most numerous in April, when 405 were registered daily, 
followed by July with 379 daily, October with 376, May with 371, June 
with 3868, September with 362, March with 356, December with 355, 
February with 354, January with 350, August with 343, and November 
with 327. 


DEATHS. 


77,946 deaths were registered ‘in Scotland during the year, which 
number gives a rate of 1:72 per cent. of the estimated population, or 172 
for every ten thousand persons. This rate is the lowest which has occurred 
since 1896. Hs 

The rate of mortality was highest in the Principal Town districts, 185 
per ten thousand of population, and lowest in the Mainland-Rural, 155 per 
ten thousand. In the Large Town districts there were 174 deaths for every 
ten thousand inhabitants, in the Insular-Rural districts 170, and in the 
Small Town districts 159. 

The average number of deaths was greatest in February, when 267 were 
registered daily ; in April there were 254 daily, in March 243, in December 
242, in January 233, in May 224, in June 206, in October 188, in November 
187, in July 183, in September 174, and in August 166. 


MARRIAGES. 


During the year 1902, 31,878 marriages were recorded in Scotland, 
which is equivalent to a rate of 70 for every ten thousand of the population 
as estimated. The marriage-rate in the Principal Town districts was 87 for 
every ten thousand persons, in the Large Town districts 70, in the Small 
Town districts 62, in the Mainland-Rural districts 48, and in the Insular- 
Rural districts 37. 

Marriages were registered in greatest frequency during the month of 
dune, followed in order by December, January, July, September, April, 
November, August, March, October, February, and May. 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The following remarks are made with reference to events which 
occurred in the following Principal Towns of Scotland, viz. :—-Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, and the 
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information upon which these statements are based is compiled from returns 
furnished periodically by the Registrars thereof. As fully 36 per cent. of 
the whole population of Scotland is resident within these towns, it is 
believed that the conditions observed in them will give a fairly accurate 
indication of those prevailing in the neighbouring districts. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


During the year the births of 49,961 children were registered in these 
towns, which number represents a birth-rate of 297 for every ten thousand 
of population. The highest rate occurred in Glasgow, 319 for each ten 
thousand persons; and the lowest in Perth, 231 per ten thousand. The 
rates in the other towns were :—318 in Greenock, 305 in Aberdeen, 304 in 
Paisley, 802 in Leith, 280 in Dundee, and 251 in Edinburgh. 

Of the total 49,961 births, 3281, or 6°6 per cent. of the whole, were 
illegitimate. In Dundee 8-4 per cent. of the births were of this nature; in 
Aberdeen, 7°8 per cent. ; in Edinburgh, 7:6; in Glasgow, 6:4; in Perth, 5:0; 
in Paisley, 4°5 ; in Leith, 4°4; and in Greenock, 3°5 per cent. 

The relative number of illegitimate births to the possible mothers in 
these towns is shown in Table VIII. The estimated numbers of possible 
mothers as given in that Table are based on the number of unmarried women 
and widows aged from 15 to 45 enumerated in the respective towns at the 
Census of 1901. The highest rate occurred in Aberdeen, where the - 
proportion was 1°59 to every 100 of possible mothers; in Glasgow it was 
1:41 per cent.; in Dundee, 1:35; in Leith, 1:06; in Edinburgh, 1:04; in 
Paisley, 0°87 ; in Greenock, 0°86; and in Perth, 0°67. 

Of the 49,961 births registered, 25,489 were of males, and 24,472 of 
females. The proportion of boys to girls was therefore as 104°2 to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The deaths of 31,886 persons were recorded in these towns during the 
year, being at the rate of 190 for every ten thousand of the population as 
estimated. Of these deaths, 16,268 were of males, and 15,618 of females. 
The highest rate of mortality occurred in Glasgow, where 200 in every ten 
thousand of the computed inhabitants died during the year; in Greenock, 
the corresponding rate was 198; in Paisley, 191 ; in Dundee, 190 ; in Perth, 
181; in Aberdeen, 179; in Edinburgh, 178; and in Leith, 153. When 
these rates are compared with those for the previous year (Table IX.), it is 
found that the mortality for the present year is lower in Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Dundee, Aberdeen, and Leith, and higher in Paisley, Greenock, and Perth. 
On a further comparison being made between the rates for the year under 
review, and the mean proportions for the decennium 1892-1901, it is seen 
that the death-rate for 1902 is below the mean in all these towns except 
Greenock, the rate for which is slightly above that for the ten years’ period. 

- In Table X. a statement is given regarding the mortality of children 
under five years of age in these towns, in relation to the numbers living at 
that age, and also in proportion to the total deaths at all ages. The total 
number of deaths of children under five was 10,416, and the estimated

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population at the same age was 193,197; the death-rate was therefore 54 
per thousand. In Glasgow the rate was 59 per thousand, in Greenock and 
in Dundee 56, in Paisley 54, in Aberdeen 48, in Edinburgh 46, in Perth 42, 
and in Leith 41. When the proportion of deaths under five years to the 
total deaths at all ages is calculated, it is found that 35-0 per cent. of the 
deaths in Glasgow were of children of this age ; in Greenock, 34°5 per Sat 
in Paisley, 33:7; in Leith, 33:3; in Aberdeen, 33°2; in Dundee, 33:0 ; 
Hdinburgh, 25:9 ; and in Perth, 23: 5. 

Tables XI. and XII. give the percentage of deaths from various diseases 
in these towns, the former Table with reference to the population, and the 
latter with reference to the total deaths from all causes. In the Hight Towns 
collectively the mortality was at the rate of 1°918 per cent. of the inhabitants 
as estimated. The death-rate for the year was highest in Glasgow, 2°037 
per cent., and lowest in Leith, 1°538 per cent. Owing to a change made in 
the nomenclature of diseases, Tables XI. and XIT. are in some points not 
quite similar to those in previous Reports, chiefly due to the fact that diseases 
which formerly constituted the Zymotic, Constitutional, and Developmental 
classes are now arranged under the heading General Diseases. The principal 
infective diseases—viz., Small-pox, Measles, Scarlet Fever, Influenza, 
Hooping-cough, Diphtheria, and Fevers—caused a mortality at the rate of 
0-153 per cent. of the population, and accounted for 8:06 per cent. of the 
total deaths. The highest death-rate from these diseases occurred in Greenock, 
where 0°225 per cent. of the inhabitants succumbed thereto; in Paisley the 
rate was 0:221 per cent.; in Perth, 0°215; in Glasgow, 0156; in Aberdeen, 
0146; in Edinburgh, 0°140; in Dundee, 0°124; and in Leith, 0:087. The

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percentage of deaths from these diseases to the total mortality is 11°83 in 
Perth, 11°57 in Paisley, 11°32 in Greenock, 8°16 in Aberdeen, 7:89 in Edin- 
burgh, 7°81 in Glasgow, 6°55 in Dundee, and 5°65 in Leith. The mortality 
from Diarrhoea and Epidemic Enteritis was at the rate of 0:029 in every 
hundred of the population, and constituted 1°52 per cent. of the total deaths. 

In Glasgow, in every hundred deaths, 3°07 were due to Hooping 
Cough, 1°72 to Measles, 1°36 to Diarrhoea and Hpidemic Enteritis, 0°75 to 
Fevers (0°68 Enteric, 0°06 Typhus), 0°72 to Scarlet Fever, 0°69 to 
Diphtheria, 0°58 to Influenza, and 0°28 to Smallpox. 

In Edinburgh, in every hundred deaths, 2:15 were accounted for by 
Measles, 2°02 by Influenza, 1:83 by Hooping Cough, 1:08 by Diarrhceal 
diseases, 0:70 by Diphtheria, 0°63 by Fevers (0°61 Enteric, 0:02 Typhus), 
and 0°56 by Scarlet Fever. 

In Dundee, in every hundred deaths, 3:19 were attributed to Diarrhcea, 
2°64 to Measles, 1:86 to Hooping Cough, 0°75 to Influenza, 0°62 to 
Diphtheria, 0°36 to Fever (all Enteric), and 0°33 to Scarlet Fever. 

In Aberdeen, in every hundred deaths, 4°60 resulted from Hooping 
Cough, 1°69 from Influenza and the same from Diarrhoea, 0°76 from

In Paisley, in every hundred deaths, 3°56 were due to Measles, 2°71 
to Hooping Cough, 2°07 to Influenza, 1:75 to Scarlet Fever, 1:49 to 
Diarrhoea, 1°22 to Fevers (0°84 Typhoid or Enteric, 0°26 Cerebro-spinal, 
0:06 Typhus, and 0:06 Simple or Ill-defined), and 0°26 to Diphtheria. 

In Leith, in every hundred deaths, 2°91 were caused by Hooping 
Cough, 1:58 by Influenza, 1:41 by Diarrhoea, 0:50 by Measles, 0°42 by 
Diphtheria, 0:17 by Fever (all Enteric), and 0:08 by Scarlet Fever. 

In Greenock, in every hundred deaths, 4°29 were ascribed to Scarlet 
Fever, 2°59 to Measles, 1:78 to Diphtheria, 1:41 to Fever (all Enteric), 
1:33 to Diarrhoea, 0°67 to Influenza, and 0°59 to Hooping Cough. 

In Perth, in every hundred deaths, 3°83 were due to Aeaclee 3°00 
to Hooping Cough, 2°17 to Diphtheria, 1:50 to Influenza, 1:00 to Diarrhea, 
0°67 to Scarlet Ree 0:50 to Fever (all Enteric), and 0: 17 to Smallpox. 

In these Hight Towns taken together there were registered 861 deaths 
from Hooping Cough, constituting 2°73 per cent. of the total mortality, 
and giving a proportion of 5°2 in every ten thousand of the computed 
inhabitants.

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and 105 in Edinburgh. Measles was the cause of 603 deaths, being at the 
rate of 1:91 per cent. of all the deaths, and of 3°6 for each ten thousand of 
the estimated population. Of these deaths 262 were in Glasgow, 123 in 
Edinburgh, 81 in Dundee, 55 in Paisley, 835 in Greenock, and 23 in Perth. 
Diarrhoea and Epidemic Enteritis accounted for 478 deaths, being in the 
ratio of 1:52 to every hundred of the total deaths, and of 2:9 to each ten 
thousand of population. 207 of these deaths were in Glasgow and 98 in 
Dundee. To Influenza 344 deaths were attributed, being at the rate of 1:09 
per cent. of the whole mortality, and giving a death-rate of 2:1 per ten 
thousand persons. Of these deaths 116 took place in Edinburgh. Scarlet 
Fever caused 251 deaths, constituting 0:80 per cent. of all, and representing 
a rate of 1°5 in every ten thousand inhabitants. 110 of these deaths 
occurred in Glasgow and 58 in Greenock. From Diphtheria and 
Membranous Croup there resulted 232 deaths, being 0°74 per cent. of the 
_ total, and in the proportion of 1:4 to each ten thousand of population. The 
Fevers together caused 209 deaths, equal to 0-66 per cent. of all, and to a 
rate of 1:3 per ten thousand persons; ,of the 209, Enteric caused 191, 
Typhus 11, Cerebro-spinal 4 (all in Paisley), and Simple or Ill-defined 3. 
To Smallpox 44 deaths were due, of which 43 occurred in Glasgow and 1 
in Perth. 

Diseases usually of a Tuberculous nature caused 4126 deaths, being 
13-08 per cent. of the total, and equal to a mortality rate of 24°8 in every 
ten thousand inhabitants. _To Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis 2770 
_ of these deaths were ascribed, giving a ratio of 8°78 to every hundred of the 
total mortality, and of 16:7 deaths to each ten thousand of population. The 
highest rates from these diseases occurred in Dundee, Greenock, and 
Glasgow. Tuberculous Meningitis was the ascribed cause of 547 deaths, 
Tuberculous Peritonitis of 208, Tabes Mesenterica of 191, and other forms 
of Tuberculosis of 410. 

Rheumatic affections accounted for 208 deaths, of which 94 were 
returned as due to Rheumatic Fever, 35 to Rheumatism of the Heart, 56 to 
Chronic Rheumatism, and 23 to Rheumatic Arthritis or Rheumatic Gout. 
Malignant Tumours caused 1523 deaths, equivalent to 4°83 per cent. of the 
total, and to a rate of 9:2 per ten thousand of estimated population. 612 
were classified as Carcinoma, 94 as Sarcoma, and of 817 the form was not 
specified. The deaths from these diseases were most marked in Edinburgh 
and Dundee, being at the rate of 12:0 and 11°7 per ten thousand inhabitants 
respectively. 

To Syphilis 118 deaths were ascribed ; to Puerperal Septiceemia and 
Puerperal lever, 109 ; to Erysipelas, 121 ; and to Chronic Alcoholism and 
Delirium Trémens, 118. ; ad 

937 children died from Premature Birth, 72 from Atelectasis, 164 from 
other Congenital Defects, and 168 from Teething. 

Diseases affecting the Nervous System caused 1971 deaths, being 6:25 
per cent. of the total mortality, and representing a rate of 11-9 for every 
_ten thousand of population. The apparent decrease in the fatality from 
these diseases, compared with that for previous years, is accounted for by the 
- transference of Cerebral Hemorrhage and Hemiplegia to Diseases of the 
_ Blood Vessels. Diseases of the Nervous System caused 7°48 per cent. of the 
deaths in Greenock, 7°43 in Paisley, 6°53 in Glasgow, 6°22 in Aberdeen, 
6°17 in Perth, 5°51 in Dundee, 5°50 in Edinburgh, and 5°32 in Leith. The 
ratio of such deaths to every ten thousand inhabitants was 14°8 in Greenock, 
14°2 in Paisley, 13:1 in Glasgow, 11°2 in Perth, 11:1 in Aberdeen, 10°5 in 
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Dundee, 9:8 in Edinburgh, and 8:2 in Leith. Of the 1971 deaths from 
diseases of the Nervous System, 704 were due to Inflammation of the Brain 
and 526 to Convulsions. 

Diseases of the Organs of Circulation accounted for 4563 deaths, repre- 
senting 14°46 per cent. of the gross mortality, and a rate of 27:5 in every 
ten thousand of estimated inhabitants. The tabulation of deaths from 
Cerebral Heemorrhage and Hemiplegia under the heading of Diseases of the 
Blood Vessels accounts for the apparent increase in the mortality from 
diseases of the Circulatory Organs, compared with the numbers for previous 
years. The rate per ten thousand of population from these diseases was 32:0 
in Greenock, 30°8 in Perth, 30°4 in Aberdeen, 29:6 in Dundee, 29°3 in 
Edinburgh, 27°9 in Leith, 27:3 in Paisley, and 25:0 in Glasgow. Of the 
4563 deaths from diseases of the Circulatory Organs, 2721 were due to 
diseases of the Heart, and 1842 to diseases of the Blood, Vessels. 

Diseases affecting the Respiratory Organs proved fatal to 6808 
persons, equal to a rate of 41:0 per ten thousand of population, and 
embracing 21°58 per cent. of all the deaths. In Glasgow 48°7 of each ten 
thousand inhabitants died from these diseases ; in Dundee, 41:6 ; in Paisley, 
40-0 ; in Greenock, 37:0; in Aberdeen, 32°9 ; in Perth, 31:1;in Edinburgh, 
31:0; and in Leith, 30-4. Bronchitis caused 2765 deaths, accounting for 
8:76 in every hundred of the total mortality, and representing a death-rate 
of 16:6 per ten thousand of population. Pneumonia in its various forms 
was the ascribed cause of 3366 deaths, or 10°67 per cent. of all, giving a 
mortality rate of 20°3 for each ten thousand persons. -Pleurisy caused 165 
deaths, and Croup 38. 

Diseases of the Organs of Digestion caused 1985 deaths, being 6°29 
per cent. of all, and representing a rate of 11:9 per ten thousand of popula- 
tion. Diseases of the Stomach accounted for 414, Enteritis and Gastro- 
enteritis for 506, Peritonitis for 234, and Diseases of the Liver for 259. 

To Diseases of the Urinary System 916 deaths were attributed, the 
percentage to the total being 2°90, and the rate per ten thousand inhabi- 
tants 5'5. Acute Nephritis was the cause of 269, Bright’s Disease of 455, 
and Diseases of the Bladder and Prostate of 129. 

897 deaths were stated to have been due to Atrophy or Debility, 33 to 
Dropsy, and 1144 to Old Age. The cause of death was omitted in 339 cases, 
including 67 defined only as sudden. 

The Violent deaths amounted to 1320, forming 4°18 per cent. of the 
total mortality, and being at the rate of 7°9 for every ten thousand of 
population. Of these, 205 were due to Burns and Scalds, 141 to Drowning, 
and 143 to Suffocation, 62 of which resulted from Overlaying. The Suicides 
numbered 68 in all, and were effected as follows:—26 by Cut Throat, 19 by 
Hanging, 8 by Drowning, 5 by Precipitation, 3 by Poisoning, 2 by Shooting, 
1 each by Cutting an Artery, Wounding of Chest, and Inhaling Coal-gas, 
and 2 in a manner not stated. 

113 persons died in these towns aged over 90 years, of whom 28 were 
males and 85 females. The oldest was a female aged 102. Three other 
females were over 100, and two over 99. 


MARRIAGES IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


15,129 marriages were registered in these towns during the year, being 
in the proportion of 90 to every ten thousand of population. The rate in 
Kdinburgh was 97 per ten thousand, in Glasgow and in Aberdeen 94, in 
Perth 87, in Dundee 82, in Paisley 78, in Greenock 71, and in Leith 66,

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November was characterised by a slightly low mean barometric pres- 
sure, with a monthly range a little below the average ; a very high mean 
temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range ; a low mean rainfall, 
but falling on two days more than the average number; a remarkably low 
humidity, associated with an 11 days’ excess of winds of average strength 
from EK. and S8.E. - 

December was characterised by a mean barometric pressure considerably 
above the average, with an unusually high monthly range; a mean 
temperature somewhat above the normal, with a mean daily range about 
the average; a mean rainfall slightly above the average, but falling on one 
day less that the average number; very strong winds, winds from a 
northerly quarter being notably deficient. 

Tables XIII. and XIV. furnish some information regarding the atmos- 
pheric conditions which prevailed during each month of the year 1902, with 
the accompanying monthly mortality among the inhabitants of Scotland. 
The mean temperature and mean monthly mortality for the ten years, 
1891-1900, are given in Table XIII., and may be accepted as convenient 
standards of comparison. The mean temperature for the year under

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review is a little under that for the ten years’ period. The mean tem- 
perature of the summer months, June, July, and August, is in each case 
considerably below the average. The highest mortality occurred during 
the months of March, April, and December ; the lowest during August and 
September. 

Table XV. shows the connection between certain atmospheric pheno- 
mena and the death-rate from some diseases and classes of disease in eight 
of the principal towns of Scotland. Deaths occurred with greatest 
frequency during the months of February, March, and April, and with the 
least during July, August, and September. From Smallpox 44 deaths 
were registered during the year, there being 1 in January, 20 in 
February, 15 in March, 7 in Aprily and 1 in May. Measles appeared with 
greatest frequency during January, and was more fatal during the earlier 
half than during the latter half of the year. Scarlet Fever was most in 
evidence during October and December. Influenza attained its greatest 
rate of mortality in March, and was also prominent fn April and December. 
Hooping Cough was most fatal in December, and also very prevalent during 
the months of March, April, and May; the number of deaths therefrom 
decreased considerably during the autumnal months. Diphtheria was most 
in evidence during the first four and last three months of the year. Deaths 
from Fever were registered in greatest numbers during February, after 
which come December and September. 

Generally the months of July, August, September, and October show 
a heavy mortality from the Diarrhceal diseases, but, in consequence of the 
low summer temperatures which prevailed, these diseases did not assume 
their usual prominence during 1902. The number of deaths from Diarrhcea 
in October is slightly above that for any other month. 

Phthisis as a cause of death is at its maximum during the months of 
March, April, May, and June, and at its minimum in August, September, 
October, and November. 

Diseases affecting the Respiratory Organs, being easily affected by 
climatic conditions, occurred in largest numbers in the early and late 
months of the year, and were at their minimum during the warmer months 
of July, August, and September. Deaths from Diseases of the Circulatory 
Organs were most frequent during January, February, March, April, and 
December. Diseases of the Brain were most fatal during March, April, and 
December. Deaths assigned to Old Age were registered in greatest 
numbers during the first five months of the year. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. are so arranged as to indicate the relative 
monthly mortality at different ages among the inhabitants in eight of the 
principal towns. With children (0-5 years) the heaviest mortality occurred 
during the first four and last three months of the year, the lightest during 
July, August, and September. 

Among adolescents (5 to 20 years) the deaths were most numerous 
during the months of February and March, and least so during November. 

Adults (20-60) died in greatest numbers during the first four months 
of the year, and in least numbers in the months from July to November. 

December and the first four months of the year proved most fatal to _ 
old people. 

The general mortality among the total population of these towns was 
heaviest during February, and decreased in each month as follows :—April, 
March, December, January, May, June, October, November, July, September,

stitutionally insusceptible of vaccination ; and 496, or 0°375 per cent., as 
insusceptible from having been previously vaccinated, but by persons not 
qualified to grant certificates to that effect. One child was certified as 
insusceptible from having already had Smallpox. 13,436, or 10°157 of the 
children born, died before vaccination ; and) 38852, or 2-912 per cent., were 
removed from the district in which they were born, or from some other cause 
were unaccounted for. When these percentages are compared with the 
averages for the ten years immediately preceding, it is found that. the 
percentage of children successfully vaccinated is below the average, and in 
the other cases the rates are above the mean of the ten years’ period. The 
_ number of children constitutionally insusceptible is more than double the 
average. 

In Table XX. the proportions are given to the total number of living 
children, those who died before vaccination being deducted. This 
Table shows that of the 118,844 children alive at the age of six months 
110,664 were successfully vaccinated, being at the rate of 93:117 per cent. ; 
in 2834 cases, or 2°385 per cent., vaccination was temporarily postponed 
under medical authority ; 997 children, or 0°839 per cent., were certified to 
be constitutionally insusceptible of the vaccine disease; 496, or 0°417 per 
cent., were insusceptible from having been previously successfully vaccinated ; 
and 3852 of the children, or 3:241 per cent., were removed from the place 
of birth and lost trace of, or from some other cause were not accounted 
for. 

_ Table XXI. shows the number of deaths from Smallpox which occurred 
in Scotland during each year from 1855 to 1900, the numbers for 1901 and 
1902 being those registered in eight of the Principal Towns only.
